DUBLIN PARTNERSHIP ACTION. 


The hearing was resumed of the action of 
Sante Staffieri, of 30 Main street, Donny- 
brook, against Frederick R. G. Kenwick.

EDUCATION OF A MINOR, 


CAVAN FARMER’S WILL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the matter of the trusts of the will of 
Owen Smith, late of Knockatooder, Co. 
Cavan, farmer, deceased, Patrick Elias 
Brady, an infant, sueing by his father, Philip 
Brady, of Downrath, Strabane, Co. Cavan, v. 
the Vpry Rev. Patrick (ilchreest, P.P., 
V.P., of Laragh, and Patrick Smith, of 
Knockatooder, 

Mr. Daly (instructed by Messrs. William J. 
Fegan and Co.) applied on behalf of the 
plaintiff for an order directing the defend- 
ants, the executors of the will of the de- 
ceased man, to lodge in court £1,500, with 
interest, the amount of a legacy left by the 
deceased man, the interest on which was 
directed to be applied towards the expenses 
of educating and maintaining the plaintiff 
minor for the priesthood. 

In an affidavit Mr, Philip Brady, father of 
the minor, stated that Owen Smith, who died 
in September, 1924, by his will impressed 
upon his brother, Patrick Smith, the payment 
out of the money then deposited in the Coote- 
hill branch of the Hibernian Bank, certain 
pecuniary legacies for Masses and other 
charitable objects, amounting to about £500, 
and directed that the interest on £1,500 was 
to be paid quarterly towards the up-keep of 
Patrick Brady (youngest son of Philip Brady) 
in college until the date of his ordination as 
a priest, after which date the £1,500 was to 
be divided equally amongst the testator’s 
sister and all his brothers then living. 
Should Patrick Brady cease to study for 
the priesthood the bequest should then be 
paid towards the upkeep of such other 
ecclesiastical student as the executors might 
select for such unexpired period of twelve 
years, beginning with the date of his death, 
after which time the £1,500 should be dis- 
tributed as directed. 

There was standing to the credit of the 
deceased man on deposit receipt at the date 
of his death the sum of £2,000, together with 
interest amounting to £25 12s. 10d. 

Mr. T, A. Finlay, for the defendants, con- 
senting, 

Mr. Justice Meredith directed that the 
£1,500 be lodged in court under the Trustees 
Act, the sums incurred for the education and 
maintenance of the minor in St. Patrick's 
College, Cavan, since September, 1925, to be

DEPOSIT OF TITLE DEEDS. 


In a case of Michael Egan, wholesale 
provision merchant, 24 Capel street, Dublin, 
against the Royal Bank of Ireland, 

Mr. C. S. Campbell (instructed by Messrs. 
Molloy, Fayle and Co.) applied on behalf of 
the plaintiff for judgment in default of 
defence. Counsel said that the facts of the 
case were that the plaintiff had paid £2,000 
for certain licensed premises in Kinnegad, Co. 
Westmeath. Purely for convenience, he being 
a wholesale merchant in Dublin, who could 
not reside permanently in Kinnegad or obtain 
the licence in his own name, the conveyance 
had been taken in the name of Mrs. Louise 
McArdle. The plaintiff had also advanced or 
secured certain money for his brother,’ J. P. 
Egan, of Derrinturrin, near Mullingar, for 
the purchase of premises there, and he had 
signed a guarantee to the defendant banking 
company to secare J, en ks overdraft for 
that purpose. The title of the Kinneg: 
property now in question were, by the — . 
tiff’s direction, deposited with the Royal k 
by way of security collateral to the tee 
for the advance by the bank of the money to 
J. P. Egan. The bank, counsel went on, had 
more recently raised a claim that the deposit 
of these title deeds of the Kinnegad premises 
were made also by Mrs. McArdle to secure 
her own personal indebtedness, most of which 
had arisen through advances by the Monaghan 
branch of the Royal Bank to this lady. Th 
present action was brought to establish what 
the plaintiff claimed to be the true position— 
namely, that Mrs. McArdle had really no 
personal interest in the Kinnegad premises, 
and that the deposit of the title deeds secured 
the defendant banking company only to the 
extent of Mrs. McArdle's liability as surety 
for J. P. Egan, she being co-surety with the 
plaintiff. 

The statement of claim had been filed 
setting out all these facts, and the documents 
were in court, but the defendant banking 
company, on further consideration, had de- 
cided that they could not defend the action. 
Mr. V. Wilson (instructed by Mr. If, A. 
Purefoy), who a red for the Royal Bank 
of Ireland, said that they did not intend to de- 
fend the present proceedings, and that the facts 
had not been quite clearly before them until 
recently. When they learned the facts they 
decided to take the present course. Mr. 
Wilson also said that he understood there was 
a possibility of the assignee in bankruptcy 
bringing an action against Mr. Egan, the 
present plaintiff, with regard to the deed. 

Mr. Justice Meredith made the declarations 
sought by the plaintiff, which were to the 
effect that the deposit by Mrs. McArdle, at 
the direction of the plaintiff, of the title deeds 
f the Kinnegad property extended only to 
her liability as co-surety with the plaintiff of 
J. P. Egan, and, farther, that the deposit of 
the deeds did not cover or extend to Mrs. 
McArdle’s personal liability. He allowed the

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‘THE TUAREG 
DESERT MANNERS AND. 
CUSTOMS. 


'THE Tuareg are a nomadic tribe of 
warriors whose home is in the heart 
of Central Africa, round about Agades, 
the scene of “ Beau Geste.’’ The writer 
went on the trail with them, studied their 
habits, listened to their stories, gathered 
from them what fr of past history 
he could, and tells the tale fully in this 


“The real Tuareg is a changeless 
nomad, a sort of wandering gipsy, a man 
who lives and moves in the wide, open 
spaces of earth. Given his camels, his 

ocks of sheep and goats, hs ever-smiling 
wife and Lady of the Tent, with his semi- 
naked, shock-haired boys and girls, he is 
happy. I never knew a man to grouse or 
grumble less. Hunger or thirst rarely 
ruffies him. I have never met a man with 
a more contented and philosophical turn 
of mind. “The Tuareg male is .one. of 
nature’s born gentle cast in a large 
and generous mould.’’ As for the Lady of 
the Tent—‘‘she is wife, mother, cook, 
housewife, camp -orderly, shepherdess, 
schoolmistress, companion and _ gereral 
adviser to her haughty husband jn all the 
duties and details of life. . . . During 
thirty-five years pioneering in the pack 
blocks of Africa I have come across no 
people whose women, unveiled, hold such 
a high position as do the women among 
the veiled men of mystery. It is the man 
who by all the laws of the land must obey 
the woman.’’ 

There are many fascinating pages in 
this record; but not infrequently the 
writer opens up some page of mystery only 
to close it again leaving the reader sorely 
disappointed. ‘‘I was struck,” he says, 
“with. the Tuareg sixth sense in the 
matter of trail tracking—a sense of smel].”’ 
Having thus roused our eager curiosity, 
and referred to two similar experiences 
among other peoples, he dismisses the: 
subject, and the cup of romance is dashed 
from our lips. Frequently he repeats 
himself, even in trivial sentences. “Hé 
thought of her by day, dreamed of her by 
night, and she was continually in his 
thoughts!” When, however, he fells a 
tale like the “ Drama of the Desertj’’ the 
flavour of ‘‘ Beau Geste’’ is in our mouth, 
and when he describes a dust storm the 
desert we hear the sound of the 
“ musical sands,” and feel its smart upon 
our cheeks and its choking in our throats; 

Of the Tuareg religion and literature 
the writer treats at the close of the book. 
All is interesting, yet one cannot resist the 
feeling that the writer might have 
arranged his material to better purpose.

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MACHINERY AND THE 


FUTURE. 
Eoin Sn mna 


EVERAL recent plays, novels and films 

have imagined a fantastic world of 
the future, in which machines will be more 
important than men. Most of these are 
based upon a fallacy common in all 
futuristic literature—that the future will 
be like the present, “ only more so,’’ that 
is to say, the principal external features 
of contemporary civilisation will be con- 
tinued in geometrical progression a 
hundred years hence. Our own age 
already is described as the machine age; 
but, possibly, when we have got over the 
introductory period machines may be far 
less in evidence and may require the 
attention of a relatively smaller personnel 
than now. 

Whatever the future may hold, the in- 
fluence of the machine on human life and 
character at the present time is great, 
and in many ways is not for good. Mr. 
R. M. Fox discusses the novel problems 
which this influence has created “ from 
an intimate knowledye of modern machine 
industry with its mass production, its 
speeding up and genera! soullessness.’’ In 
the factory where he worked ‘‘ everything 
conspired to dwarf thé individual; men 
looked like hurrying gnomes amid the 
whirring wheels, while the metal groaned 
and shrieked in every key as it was cut 
and shaped. The whole works was one 
great machine, of which we were parts 
that could easily be scrapped and re- 
placed. Attention was lavished 
on the stresses and strains of machinery 
and metal, but the more delicate 
mechanism of human nerves and sinews— 
not to speak of human = souls—was 
ignored. '' 

The ugliness and monotony of the 
factory as he knew it—a great part of it 
avoidable—drove many workers to revolu- 
tionary propaganda, as the only thing that 
afforded them any hope or emotional 
relief: ‘‘ They insert a psychic distance 
between this world of dream and the world 
of reality. They do not want to hear 
any practical proposals to bridge the gulf. 
They do not. want details of -pro- 
gramme. . . , No one who has been, 
as I have, in a workshop where that sense 
of exaltation, solidarity, power and ex- 
pectancy called strike feeling has swept 
through the works can doubt that it is 
partly a psychological reaction against 
mechanical routine.’’ 

He has an interesting chapter on the 
“ Machine Drama,” which has been 
developed to such an extravagant degree 
in Russia, and critises the philosophy of 
Mr. Henry Ford, whose two books are 
‘epic poems of large-scale production.’’ 
All the essays in this volume are the work 
of a sensitive and original mind, closely 
observant of modern tendencies.

FLIGHTS INTO ANTIQUITY 


“ BRIGHTER HISTORY.” 


Sepa the discovery of Tutankhamen’s 
tomb the man in the street has 
become interested in ancient history. As 
Mr. Weigall says in his foreword, *‘ a new 
form of entertainment of infinite variety 
has been presented to him ; a new way. of 
forgetting for a while the humdrum busi- 
ness of his daily life.” Mr. Weigall’s 
own experiénce is significant. His studies 
of Akhnaton and Cleopatra formerly were 
little read. Since 1922 they have passed 
into many editions, and he has been 
employed busily in writing long series of 
articles on history and archeology for the 
news rs. 

2 Flights into Antiquity ” are intended 
to popularise the past, by showin that it 
really is not ‘‘ the property of I rofessor 
Dryasdust,”’ or “ a place of bones,’ and 
Mr. Weigall’s motto is Brighter History. 
He specialises in rulers who dine on 
dormice baked in poppies and honey, feed 
their dogs on foie-gras, ride in chariots 
drawn by wild stags through the rooms of 
their palaces, and whose ideal diversion 1s 
to have a lot of people trampled to death 
in the circus by intoxicated elephants. _ 

The Queen of Sheba, the “ fast ” life 
of Julius Cesar, the building of the 
Great Pyramid, Moses in Egypt, Antony 
and Cleopatra, the Disaster at Hereu- 
laneum, and St. Jerome are among his 
subjects. In spite of their extremely 
lurid and sensational tendency, they indi- 
cate wide reading and research. ‘‘ The 
kindest race in the ancient world ''. (the 
Egyptians) is of particular interest. Mr. 
Weigall warns Hollywood that “‘ the 
fiendish Pharaoh casting screaming girls 
to the crocodiles exists only in the heated 
imagination of the producer.” It must be 
said that he is an unsafe guide to the 
history of the early Christian saints and

Thus, 
Galton set forth

of investigation, spread over a large range 
of examples, into the respective traits 
revealed by. large and small families. He 
found that, as a general rule, members of 
large families were morally and physic- 
ally superior. He traced the prevalence 
of. dark-haired men in the Cromwellian 
armies and of fair-haired men in Arctic 
exploration. Twelve years earlier Galton 
had published a work, ‘‘ Hereditary 
Genius,” which dealt with a single aspect 
of- human faculty in more exhaustive 
fashion. This book proved that eminent 
men generally had eminent ancestors or 
descendants, or both; and Mr. Gun 
considers that it was primarily respon- 
sible for the custom that has arisen in 
subsequent times of devoting the first 
chapters of biographies to genealogical 
facts. 
That interesting and significant results 
would follow. frém patient. observation of 
character and systematic éxamination of 
records might seem to be only what would 
be expected; yet no one appears to have 
attempted the thing on a large scale, and 
on scientific lines, before Galton. Since 
his pignedr work again remarkably little 
has been’ done in what obviously is a 
desirable field to be worked. Mr. Gun— 
whose connection with County Kerry has 
been noted—is a worthy successor of 
Galton. He has written a book that 
drives home the conclusions of ‘‘ Heredi- 
tary Genius,’’ and, in part, oí 
‘* Inquiries into Human Faculty,’’ with a 
cumulative weight of examples, and which 
draws further conclusions of no small im: 
portance. 
* * xv x- * 


Mr. Gun takes eminent historians, 
judges, divines, men of science, poets and 
so on, and traces the family connections 
in ascending and descending, lines for 
several generations. He lays stress on 
the importance of the female, as well as 
the. male, lines in investigation of this 
sort. In every case he shows his subjects 
to be links in chains of individuals of 
conspicuous character. It would be im- 
possible to exhibit his method, and its 
telling force, without quoting examples, 
and to quote a single example would in- 
volve the re-printing of several pages 
wherein the ramifications of a family are 
followed. It must suffice then to direct 
the reader to the volume itself for demon- 
stration ‘and to mention a few of the 
hundreds of names which appear in the 
families examined. Thus, Mr. Gun traces 
the associations of Sir Ralph Abercrombie, 
Robert Adam, Matthew Arnold, the Astor 
family, Jane Austen, the Earl of Balfour, 
the Rev. 8S. Baring-Gould, the Barton 
family, Bolingbroke, Boswell, Sir Thomas 
Browne, Gilbert Burnet, Charles Kendal 
Bushe, etc., etc. 

Among the conclusions which Mr. Gun 
derives from genealogical researches are 
these: (1) ‘‘It is an absolutely equal 
chance whether ability descends through 
the paternal or maternal line.” (2) 
Women who act as ‘‘ connecting links ”’ 
between persons of note and a distin- 
guished ancestry are themselves ‘‘in- 
variably far above the average.” (3) 
Specialised .ability rarely descends, and 
hereditary ability shows itself in a variety 
of accomplishments. (4) Powers of leader- 
ship persist in families more strongly 
than intellectual powers. (5) There is a 
close connection between intellect and 
athletics, and ‘‘the association between 
literature and cricket is especially re- 
markable.’’

IR ARTHUR QUILLER- COUCH, 
whose writings on English style and 
kindred topics are such fine pieces of 
criticism, and who was chosen, quite 
fittingly, to write the concluding chapters 
of Stevenson’s unfinished novel, “ St.

HE letters written by “a man of no 
importance ’’ are pleasantly intimate, 
without giving us the impression that he 
has betrayed confidences, as so many recent 
books of memoirs uave done.

| Dio mio !" 

The city of Saint Francis overlooked out 
way on the left, so dominating the land- 
scape that it was many a mile before we 
saw the last of its clustered churches and 
monasteries and hotels. It was the gentle 
spring of Assisi; it was April in Umbria, 
when wheat is green. The cherry trees 
were covered with blossom; the pruned 
olives, supporting vine branches, ran in 
straight brown lines across the idyllic 
valley and up ‘the slope; “the 
scattered cypresses* were ® stil] free 
from dust; the air semed ‘magically 
scented; an opalescent light ‘radiated 
from the hills. At least three of 
the fairy-story fortréss cities were always 
in sight. Behind the smiling foreground 
of spring, the higher Apennines were ‘still 
streaked with rivulets of snow. . Given all 
this sunny delight; the traveller. in Umbria 
cannot but be happy. He feels that he 
must sing or paint or write a poem, even 
though he be no musician or artist or poet. 

On either side of the road we saw a 
countryside dotted with houses. and 
groups of peasants everywhere. Sometimes 
we passed the high iron gates of a noble 
manor standing among cypresses—there is 
no funereal suggestion about these trees in 
Italy, except to the Northern mind. Round 
the farmsteads, the haystacks had been 
worked away to the centres like thin apple- 
cores, with a pole for stalk. 


SOCIABLE BABIES. 


We passed many caravans; powerful 
Fiats and Lancias passed us pityingly. 
The sky became a more and more vivid 
blue canopy, with hard sunny clouds here 
and there, on which Perugino’s cherubic 
heads might have been pillowed. Along 
the road the sociable human babies smiled 
like the “bambinos” of the Holy 
Families. 

Our original plan had been lunch and a 
rest at Spello; but when we first saw its 
roofs miles away on the crest of their 
particular hill, we threw away plans, and 
sat down under a rare oak-tree in a lane 
where the Star of Bethlehem grew... We 
opened packets of hard-boiled eggs, rolls 
and butter, cheese and fresh” oranges. 
While we lunched, lizards ran up the tree- 
trunk, and other strange beasties crawled 
between the thinly-sown young blades of 
wheat.  & cart drawn by white oxen 
bumped along the track. Sunlight and 
shadow, peace and beauty! 

You climb away from the high-road to 
reach the defensive position of Spello. By 
the side of that rocky path there was a 
dream-tree, bearing the red-purple flowers 
of the Madonna. “They say,” murmurs 
someone, ‘that Propertius had. a. heuse 
here in Spello. He knew how to choose, 
didn’t he?’’ 

The steep lane twisted into the hill-town. 
and the narrow, but well swept,streets 
twisted between tightly paéked Houses. 
They were but the back-doors that we 
passed; for the other side-opens en to 
balconies and terraces. Sometimes in 
Spello the street passes under an old arch- 
way; sometimes, looking down a” side- 
alley, you see ‘the traditional @6thés line 


stretching from one windowyto another. 


THE BAFFLING BONNET. SS “== 

We sat outside a café in the Via Gari- 
baldi, or Cavour, drinking black coffee, 
and a sweet liquid called grenadine made 
irom pomegranates ; and, as we drank, the 
population stared at us, and we at it. We 
took its photograph and promised to send 
one to the proprietor of the café, who 
specially dressed up his little daughter in 
her new and gaudy bonnet, to the disap- 
pointment of the. photographer, who had 
chosen the child for her hair. However. 
we quite realised that the instinct “ to 
tog oneself up ” is universal. 

Women, made erect and graceful by the 
balancing’ of water-jars and  clothes- 
baskets on their heads, walked up and 
down. Apart from these picturesque and 
“typical” residents of Spello, a superior 
middle class in Florentine clothes went 
leisurely about its professional and com- 
mercial duties. The foppish young chemist 
opposite, for instance, sitting outside his 
shop, read the gospel according ‘to 
Mussolini in Jl Popolo d'Italia between 
the greetings of his lady acquaintances. 
He had a value, even in the land of super- 
fluous men, and was perfectly aware of it. 

There are two churches to see in Spello. 
We went first into the cloister beside Saint 
Andrew's and knocked timidly, but it was 
still too soon after lunch for a prompt 
reply to be given. Then the small boys of 
Spello gathered round and showed us how 
to knock during a siesta. They thundered 
away until the irate and sleepy priest 
burst out upon us and scattered the mob 
of his disturbers. We. were sheepish and 
apologetic. He was soon appeased and led 
us into the cold. dim church to point out 
the fish symbols~in honotir of. Saint 
Andrew. When he. had really awakened 
from his siesta, he became garrtlous, and 
told us a good deal of his life history. He 
had come to Spello from Assisi thirty 
years before, and had shepherded an un- 


-ruly flock. Things were better now, how- 


ever. Were we Germans? Or Americans? 
It was too fidt and tiring for ladies to be 
walking. ‘He urged us to change our 
minds and take the train or hire a taxi. 
We thanked.-him,. and werft on to the 
Cathedral, Saint Mary's.

First Woman Journalist Decorated. 


Madame Andrée Viollis, the brilliant 
journalist of the staff of the Petit 
Parisien, has just written to tell me she 
has been named Chevalier de la Légion 
d’Honneur. While many writers in 
Franee have been honoured by the French 
Government, Andrée Viollis is the first 
to be decorated for “le grand reportage.”’ 
This is interesting. Madame Viollis 
(whose real name, by the way, is Madame 
Arden de Tizac) is well known in Oxford 
and in London. She speaks and writes 
English beautifully, and during the war 
was a correspondent of The Times, and 
acted in an advisory capacity to Lord 
Northcliffe on the Allied Commission. 

She was a well-known figure at the 
International Conferences since the war, 
writing daily for the Petit Parisien from 
Geneva. At tle Turkish Conference she 
wrote a series of articles on the lighter 
side of the proceedings, in which she por- 
trayed all the principal actors at the 
round table discussions in a witty and 
delightful manner. She was sent by her 
journal all over the world, and recently 
wrote a book of her six months’ experiences 
in Russia. 

This remarkable book—‘' Seule En 
Russie’’—is one of the most interesting 
books so far on the Soviet Republics, 
Madame Viollis was in Dublin in 1921 
after the signing of the Treaty, and met 
all groups and parties. I understand 
that a book on Ireland from her pen may 
be expected in the autuinn. 


An Old Recipe. 


In these days. when the proper treat- 
ment and preservation of food supplies 
have become of paramount importance, it 
is interesting to examine the methods 
obtaining in other countries. For example. 
in the preservation of egys, the last word 
was thought to be reached when the use of 
brine and waterglass was invented some 
time ago. 

How people preserved eggs hundreds of 
years ago in the Kingdom of Tunquin is 
related in. Tavernier’s Travels (published 
in 1680), from which the following recipe 
is copied verbatim :— 

“Hens and ducks are infinitely 
numerous in Tunquin. I will tell you now 
bow they preserve the eggs of these 
creatures, which they will keep for two or 
three years together without being spoil’d. 
They salt them, and to make them salt 
they fill a vessel full of water and throw 
a good quantity of salt into it. If the 
eggs sink to the bottom the pickle is not 
vood; then they throw in more salt till 
they find the eggs swim The pickle being 
thus made, they rake ashes and make 
them up into a ‘ past’ with this pickle, 
and in this ‘past’ they enclose every egg 
by itself, and then wrap it up in a leaf 
of an herb, not unlike one of our pear 
tree leaves, but much larger, and then put 
the eggs into earthen pots covered ; after 
which manner they keep their eggs for 
two or three years together. ''

We have been handicapped by the 
uprising of several subsidiary competition 
festivals in our neighbourhood, which natur- 
ally attract competitors living near those 
centres, who in the past would have come to 
us.

DRAMATIC STORIES OF A 
CLASSIC RACE. 
THE GREATEST STEEPLE- 
CHASE. 


— - 


(By A VETERAN SPORTSMAN.) 


To day, at Aintree, the Grand 
National will be run, thus entering 
its ninetieth year of existence. 


ANY are the stories, dramatic in the 
extreme, and interesting not only to 
racing people, but to the general public, 
that could be written about that classic 
horse-race, the Grand National. This race 
appeals to sportsmen all over the world. 
Not long ago an old man died who rode in 
the first National in 1839—that is to say, 
if he had been living to-day he would have 
been just over a hundred years old. He 
was Jem Mason, brother to Newcomb 
Mason, a dealer, and he rode Mr. Elmore’s 
Lottery to victory. 

Surrounding Lottery is an abundance of 
romance. He was Yorkshire bred, but 
there was a stain in his pedigree. This 
was quite enough for the public, and the 
unfortunate blot set him back in popular 
opinion. Five years before the National, 
under the name of Chance, the horse had 
won a race at Holderness, and was then 
taught to jump. 


SOLD AND REBOUGHT. 


He was then sold to Mr. Elmore, who, 
in turn, disposed of him to a Mr. Ville- 
bois, who kept staghounds in Norfolk. 
Then, after a while, Mr. Elmore bought 
him back, let him out as a hunter, and 
put him to steeplechasing. This was his 
chance, and he took it. This wonderful 
animal achieved a real sporting success. 
It was a great “‘ come-back,’’ as the boxing 
fraternity say, and he made those who 
had lost faith in him disbelieve all the 
libellous things said about him. 

He won his first steeplechase at Barnet, 
with young Elmore as his jockey, and then 
came his great triumph when he won the 
Grand National in the hands of Jem 
Mason. Jem Mason he always hated; in 
fact, when Lottery was about twenty years 
of age, and Jem Mason went to see him at 
Mr. Hall’s place at Neasden, Lottery 
“went for ” him at once. 


THE COURSE. 


Horse-racing, as far as a steeplechase 
horse is concerned, awards the greatest of 
merit to the Grand National. The course 
at Aintree is about four miles, and in- 
cludes thirty jumps, which are purposely 
made difficult and curious. The stake has 
varied in value since that memorable 
victory of Lottery in 1839, and so has the 
number of entrants. For forty years from 
1860 the average number of starters has 
been about twenty. Nineteen years ago 
thirty competed, when the French-bred 
Latteur III. won, while in 1883 only ten 
went to the post. Falls are, of course, 
numerous; and in most years only one- 
third of the horses complete the race. 

What might be called the ancestor of 
the Grand National was the first steeple- 
chase in 1752, when a race was run 
between Mr. O'Callaghan and Mr. Edward 
Blake over four-and-a-half miles of 
country, the course being from the church 
of St. Buttevant to the spire of St. Leger 
Church, 


SPIRES AND MOONLIGHT. 


That is why it was called a steeple- 
chase—a race over country from spire to 
spire, or from a landmark to landmark— 


Í not a race, as the old lady supposed, with 


the horses jumping over steeples, although 
many of the horses who have: performed 
in the Grand National might feel that it is. 

The National simply arose in a series of 
challenges, to ride over country, without 
hounds. A celebrated sporting peer, a 
hard rider in Leicestershire, once said: 
“What famous fun we should have if it 
were not for these —- hounds'”’ So it is 
not surprising to find in shop-windows that 
well-known sporting print depicting officers 
riding by moonlight in white nightcaps, 
and white nightshirts over their uniform. 
This is supposed to represent the first 
steeplechase on record, which took place in 
1803, but we must not forget that which 
was run in 17563. 

The Grand National, as such, was not 
won by an amateur jockey until 1848; his 
mount was a horse called Chandler, the 
hero of a wonderful jump. lie was ridden 
by “the little Captain,” as his owner, 
Captain Lockhart Little, was called. The 
remarkable feat for which the horse was 
famous took place at the Warwick and 
Leamington Steeplechases in 1847, and it 
is said that Chandler cleared at least 
thirty-seven feet. 


A DESPERATE STRUGGLE. 


Now comes more. drama. Tom Oliver 
had been the teacher of Captain Little, 
and. in the year 1848 Tom was riding The 
Curate. Master.and pupil jumped the last 
hurdle almost neck and neck, and a fierce 
battle for supremacy ensued right to the 
winning post. “The little Captain,” 
striving hard to win (it is averred), lost 
his head, picked up his whip, and allowed 
his horse to swerve, and Oliver all but 
won. It was a moot point that the pro- 
fessional might have beaten his pupil. 


A SEVERE TASK. 


Such a task is set the animals in the 
ordeal of the Grand National that for a 
long time many judges of steeplechasing 
believed that no horse with more than 
twelve stone on his back could possibly 
win. Thirty-five years ago, however, 
Cloister, won in a canter by forty lengths, 
carrying twelve stone séven pounds; and 
with the same weight Manifesto won six 
years later. 

The National has been run for years at 
Liverpool in the first week of the flat- 
racing season. It is called the Grand 
National, simply because, in 1830—nine 
years before the race was instituted—an 
enterprising hotel-keeper at St. Albans 
established a steeplechase open to all Eng- 
land, when the stakes were £25 apiece, 
and it was a provision that no one was to 
open a gate or ride fifty yards along a 
road. 

Then the promoter hit on the idea ol 
spectators and a circular course. When 
the competitors jumped one fence, hidden 
men with flags behind hedges indicated the 
next. Thus the modern course and contest 
grew. 


;

FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST,, Thursday. . 

LAE parliamentary session which term!- 
nated to-day has been rather dull and 
uninteresting. “There was but little of the 
sparkle of wit and the flash of ready 
interchange which distinguished the 
debates of former sittings of the House of 
Commons. This was due to the absence of 
Mr. Joseph Devlin, the Nationalist leader, 
who has been indisposea for some time 
past. Notwithstanding his biting sarcasm 
and fiery eloqudnce in argument, Mr. 
Devlin is never failing in courtesy, and 
his return to Parliament after the 
Faster recess will be ccrdially welcomed 
by every member without regard to 
political colour. Severai bills have been 
passed and await the Royal Assent, but 
the Unemployed Insurance Bill has still 
to pass through the Senate. This measure 
has eaused a good deal of controversy, as 
it is admittedly directed principally 
against the workers of the Free State, an 
many thoughtful people up here are 
opposed to the setting up of fresh barriers 
between North and South. The Minister 
of Labour blames the Free State Govern- 
ment for cancelling the reciprocity 
arrangement between Southern Ireland and 
Great Britain, and, therefore, also break- 
ing with the Six Counties. Hé says that 
the North never wanted any division ; but, 
while that may be so, the Belfast political 
leaders have no desire for a return to 
former conditions, being firm believers in 
their own slogan of “what we have we 
bold.”’ As 
Mr.: Andrews declares that no discrimi- 
nation has been made against the Free 
State ; but, on the other hand, Mr. William 
Grant, M.P., aid not hesitate to con- 
gratulate the Government on what he 
described as a retaliatory measure. Thus 
people may take their choice of these con- 
flicting opinions, but the ceneral im- 
pression is that it is not a friendly gesture. 


A NATIONAL PROBLEM. 


The Government is perturbed over the 
action of the Armagh County (Council in 
rejecting its proposals relative to the 
drainage of the River Bann. A reference 
was made to the project in the House of 
Commons, on Tucsday, in the form of a 
ouestion by M*rs.° Chichester. It was 
admitted that the local authority con- 
cerned had refused to have anything to do 
with fhe scheme, but the responsible 
Minister said that they were asking the 
Council to discuss it further with the 
Government. The real aifficulty is one of 
finance, and the ratepayers are already up 
in arms against any additional burdens 
heing placed upon them. That 1s how the 


matter stands, and it will be difficult to 
convert farmers to any other way of think 
ing in the present depressed condition of | 
agriculture. In the meantime flooding has | 
been very severe, and much damage has 
been done. According to the Ministry of 
Finance, the plans for draining the Bann 
are quite feasible, and it seems strange 
that the mere allocation of the cost should 
block the way to progress. There are 
many thousands of unemployed men in 
the province drawing the “ dole,’. and 
they might usefully be employed in con- 
nection with the undertaking. 

The trouble is a national one, for which 
no human. agency is responsible, and as 
such it might, with advantage, be treated. 
Millions of pounds are spent regularly in 
Various social services, with benefit to the 
genera] community; vast sums are being 
lavished on the erection of palatial 
buildings and for the maintenance of 
others, and 1t might be found possible to 
divert some of these monies to solve the 
problem of the Bann.

Sir Robert Lynn stated further that 
under Lord Carson, and, since his resig- 
nation, under Lord Craigavon, the Pro- 
testants of Ulster have been wisely led, and 
they should give him their sympathy and 
undivided support. Mr. George B. Hanna, 
M.P., expressed himself in similar terms 
and said that the Ulster people could not 
be beaten, cajoled, or compelled to enter 
into closer association with the Free State 
than, at present existed. That does not 
promise much, and yet we read of the 
Free State modifying its border restric- 
tions in regard to motor-cars belonging to 
tourists who may wish to cross the border. 

This concession has been greatly appre- 
ciated, as it will obviate many irritating 
delays, and it is thought that there might 
be closer association in many other ways 
between the two States. The spirit of 
friendliness and a desire to be of assist- 
ance can do much to make life pleasanter 
for all sections of Irishmen who have to 
live together in our beautiful little island. 


LAND PURCHASE DELAY. 


The question of delay in completing 
land purchase in Northern Ireland is 
once more agitating the public mind, as 
it is admitted that the farmers of the Six 
County area have been unfairly treated as 
compared with conditions in the South.

By 72 votes to 59 yesterday Dail 
fireann gave a second reading to the 
Ministers and Secretaries (Amendment) 
Bill. The discussion was confined entirely 
to the affairs of the Gaeltacht. 

On the motion for the adjournment Mr. 
Esmonde and other members for County 
Wexford called attention to the plight oi 
farmers. in consequence of the outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease. It was sug- 
vested that loans might be given to them 
by the Agricultural Credit Board. 

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that foot-and-mouth disease must be 
eradicated, and a certain amount of in- 
convenience and hardship to farmers was 
inevitable. He appealed to them to stand 
iast aml to obey every instruction given 
by the Department. Everything that the 
Department could do to mitigate hardship 
would be done. ; 

The Minister said that, if necessary, 
steps could be taken to obtain loans from 
the Agricultural Credit Board, but he 
reminded farmers that it was not advisable 
to take “easy money” in hard times if 
they could possibly do without it, for the 
money must be repaid with interest. 


THE GAELTACHT. 
UNITED EFFORT WANTED BY 
FIANNA FAIL. 


The debate on the motion for the second 
reading of the Ministers and _ Secretaries 
(Amendment) Bill was resumed yesterday in 
the Dail. 

Mr. FAHY (Fianna Fail, Galway), speak- 
ing in Irish, said that they had waited for 
fourteen months for the report of the Gael- 
tacht Commission. and they had heard no 
more about it until they got the white paper 
shout three weeks ago. The white paper was 
an insult to the Commission. 

Having dealt with the report Mr. FAHY 
raid that it was a pity that the members of 
the Dail had not had an opportunity of dis- 
cussing the whole Gaeltacht position before 
that bill was put before them, so that they 
could evolve some plan to deal with the 
question, 

“We do not want to make this a party 
úuestion,” said Mr. Fahy. “We must all 
help if we are to save the Gaeltacht, and 
those of us on this side of the House are 
ready to do our part. We admit that it was 
bold task, but it must be done if we are 
to keep Irish alive.” 

PHILANTHROPY. 

"Mr. FINIAN LYNCH, Minister for Fisheries. 
said that Mr. Fahy had ‘spoken of matters 
which were receiving the attention of the 
Government. The scheme for the recasting 
of loans, for instance, had been made opera- 
tive. He had been put in charge of the 
department which was supposed to be philan- 
thropic. Fisheries had to be subsidised and 
rural industries had to be subsidised. 

Mr. HUGO FLINN (F.F., Cork)—And 
personating officers have to be subsidised. 

The MINISTER—I de not understand 
the Deputy. While he has made a lot of 
money out: of fish he has notiput much into 
it. Then he comes along and blames the 
State for not putting money into it. 

A cis FLINN—I will deal with you, my 
arling, “ 

The MINISTER—And I will meet you, 
my boy. (Laughter.) 

Continuing, the MINISTER said that they 
had already taken steps in regard to many 
of the suggestions made in the White Paper. 
Meetings had been held, and reports had 


‘been made by the heads of all the Depart- 


ments of State which had functions in the 
Gaeltacht, and certain recommendations in re- 
gard to small harbours, the kelp industry, 
and other matters were being dealt with. 

Negotiations were in progress to establish 
an iodine factory in the Saorstat, and that 
would stabilise the industry to some extent. 
The factory would deal with anything from 
1,200 to 2,000 tons of kelp. 

NOT JUSTIFIED. 

Mr. M CLEARY (F.F., South Mayo), op- 
posing the bill, said that one of the most 
important branches of the Government, the 
Land Commission, had been brought under 
the Ministry of Fishenes. Nobody could 
admit that the Department of Fisheries had 
justified its expense for tee last five years, 
and the House was now asked to place 
another Department in charge of the Manis- 
ter, who had done nothing for the fisheries. 
They were asked o hand over the Gaeltacht 
io the Minister for Fisheries, and if that bill 
were passed it would absolutely close the 
door as far as the recommendations of the 
Commission, or the White Paper, were con- 
erned. There would be no course left ex- 
cept the repealing of the bui. 

Mr. HUGH LAW (Govt., Donegal), sup- 
porting the measure, said that his only doubt 
was whether the Minister for Fisheries would 
he able to give enough time to the special 
economic needs of the Gaeltacht. 

Mr. RN. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) 
said that it was most important to the nation 
that the Gaeltacht should be preserved. The 
fishermen there were using fishing gear simi- 
lar to that used by their forbears 200 years 
age, and the people Were living on the star- 
vation line. 

Unless greater resources were placed at the 
disposal of the new Board he was afraid that 
it would fail to accomplish anything. The 
case required generous treatment. If they 
would not give the Board more scope it was 
better to leave the Gaeltacht alone. The 
belief was abroad in the country that the 
fishery Department had not justified itself 
and that some change was necessary. 


OPINION RESERVED. 

Major BRYAN COOPER (Govt., County 
Dublin) said that, while he reserved his 
opinion as to the compulsory teaching of 
Irish in schools, he was anxious to foster the 
language in the Gaeltacht. A definite. sum 
should be set aside and applied readily to the 
needs of that district. The bill meant a 
comparatively small administrative change. 
It did not cover the whole of the action sug- 
gested by the Commission, as many of the 
thitigs suggested had been done already by 


departmental action. The primary considera- 
tion of the Minister would be the interests 
of the Gaeltacht. 

Experience had taught him that it was 
better to have separate Ministers for the De- 
pean ts of Fisheries, Agriculture and the 

and Comntission. 

Professor TIERNEY (Government, National 
University) said that he did not think that 
any scheme that could be put forward was 
likeiy to solve the question of the Gaeltacht 
in á day. The means that the Government 
had proposed for dealing with the problems of 
the Gaeltacht gave the Dail an opportunity 
year by year of going into the question in 
detail to see whether the Government's 
measures were working satisfactorily. 

The inhabitants of the Gaeltacht should be 
taught to stand on their own feet, and not 
to expect money to be expended on them, for 
which they could give no return. 

THE OLD WAYS PREFERRED. 

Mr. T. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that Mr. Tierney seemed to think that it 
was an extraordinary thing that the people 
in the Gaeltacht should have the cheek to ask 
for special treatment. The people of the 
Gaeltacht had as much right to money as the 
wee of other districts, upon whom it was 
avishly expended. 

The sooner they got back to the methods 
of the old Congested Districts Board 
the better for the country. It did not matter 
what sort of Commission was set up, if it 
was not supplied with money to carry on 
with. The Ministry for Fisheries was un- 
doubtedly unpopular, and fishermen felt that 
the Department had not done its best for 
them. 

Some of the people in North Mayo were 
so poor that they had not a bed to lie on, 
or a chair to sit on, while money was 
being expended freely in districts where it 
was not so badly needed. He suggested a 
rant of £100,000 to carry out work in the 
Gaeltacht. he 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, said that he had not heard any 
practical helpful suggestion from the Opposi- 
tion benches, and he suspected that they 
were not serious on the subject. Ti.cy 
seemed to do everything to avoid coming 
down to hard facts. They had the White 
Paper in which the policy of the Governmeut 
was stated in the most explicit way, and 
he asked why the Opposition had not for- 
mulated their policy in regard to it. 

Not a single thing was contained in the 
recommendations which did not come in 
either under the Department of the Land 
Commission or the Department of Fisheries. 

Mr. BOLAND—What about finance?! 

The MINISTER said that if the Dail 
agreed to establish a development fund, the 
Minister for Finance could not stand up 
against it. There was no use getting the 
money without machinery to use it, and the 
deputies opposite were opposing that 
machinery. The Goverument had shown all 
their cards to the deputy opposite, and he 
as Chairman of that Commission, asked 
to play those cards to the best advantage. 

Dr. TUBRIDY (F.F., Galway) said that 
the man in charge of the Gaeltacht should 
be one in whom the people would have con- 
fidence. He suggested that they should 

e the question until they had. first 
discussed the Gaeltacht. 
VOTE OF GONFIDENCE. 

Professor TIERNEY (Govt., National 
University) said that the attack on the 
Minister was tantamount to a vote of pon- 
fidence in the Government. : 

The MINISTER—What machinery does 
the deputy want? 

Dr. TUBRIDY said that they had not had 
time to discuss the Gaeltacht. They should 
get time to see what they were going to do. — 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare), said that it 
would be a reasonable course to adjourn the 
matter, so that they would get a full oppor- 
tunity of discussing the pros and cons of 
the Commission in connection with the White 
Paper issued by the Government. 

Mr. BLYTHE (Minister for Finance) said 
that the passage of the bill would dispose of 
certain: matters, but it would not dispose of 
many of them. It would not dispose of any 
discussions or anything arising in regard to 
the Special Commission which the Gaeltacht 
Commission recommended. 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny)— 
Would it not prejudice entirely the report of 
the minority? 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the maps gr of the 
bill would definitely turn down the minority 
report—it would definitely turn down the 
suggestion that in some form they should 
have a reconstitution of the Congested Dis- 
tricts Board. Matters relating purely to the 
language, he did not think, arose in connec- 
tion with the bill, and he did not think that 
it was necessary to have the whole matter 
before them to come. to a decision, because 
deputies would realise that the preservation 
of the language would not be affected by 
what they did economically for the Gaeltacht, 
It did not follow that what they did in that 
direction would prevent the decay of the 
language. 

With regard to the suggestion of putting 
the Gaeltacht under a Minister or one in- 
dividual, no one Minister or Board could deal 
with the matters that should be considered. 

He agreed with Deputy Fahy that progress 
with land reclamation, or with finding land 
for those who had insufficient land, would be 
a comparatively slow matter. 

INDUSTRY AND LANGUAGE. 

If in the Gaeltacht they made the fishermen 
whole-time workers in that industry, they 
would probably, in present conditions, 
cause them to cease being Irish speakers. 
They would, in fact, be doing somethin 
which, while increasing the productivity o 
the country, would injure the Irish language. 
They would have to look on this matter in a 

icular way with regard to the language. 

f it was not that those people were the 
repository of the language, the fount from 
which a national knowledge of it was to come, 
he would try to clear that district—to reduce 
its population to one-quarter. 

The Minister added that the proposals 
would be laid before the Dail for additional 
expenditure in connection with the Gaeltacht. 
it was his view that prdposals should be con- 
sidered on their merits, and that provision 
should be made for the work as the necessity 


arose 
AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that the 
Minister had made an case for post- 
poning the bill until the House had discussed 
the resolution on the question of the Gael- 
tacht and the Commission tabled by Deputy 


Fahy. 

This motion asked the Pail to express the 
opinion that the statement in the White 
Paper on the recommendation of the Gaeltacht 
Commission was not sufficient to save the 
Gaeltacht, and that it was the duty of the 


Government to formulate a scheme at once 


by which a certain sum of money should be 


allocated for the benefit of the Gaeltacht. 


A DIFFICULT JOB. 
The PRESIDENT of the EXECUTIVE 
COUNCIL said that it was be an i 


money. y expec 
lecally towards the solution of the problem. 
ithout that effort there was very little hope 
of solving the problem. Money of itself 
we not solve it. i i ' 
ere was any disposition on the part o 
the ple in the Gaeltacht to go ~ for 
trawling in the same way as the Scotch, the 
French and the English fishermen, the 
Minister for Fisheries would only too 
pleased to help with the provision of boats, 
gear and machinery. But the associations of 
generations were not lightly broken. The 
people engaged in fishing in the Gaeltacht 
were to a large extent involved in agriculture 
or some other calling, and, of course, when a 
man specialised in one particular business he 
ad a greater chance of success. 

Most of the discussion, he continued, ranged 
round the suitability of the Minister rather 
than the Department, but they should be fair 
in their criticism. He did not know of any 
member of any party who was ambitious to 
take on the Ministry of Fisheries—— 

Mr. «AISSEY (Labour, Tipperary)—- 
Not unless. he got more money. 

“That,” said Mr. Cosgrave, “is our real 
trouble in regard to a great many other 
things in this country, and in other countries, 
too.” 

Deputies would understand the difficulty of 
making a Commission responsible for all the 
matters that affetted the Gaeltacht; but a 
Minister would be in a position to understand 
the problems and industries inseparable from 
that region. The land question was a very 
important item in the West, and he wondered 
how the people there were able to eke out 
an existence on their little holdings. 

GOVERNMENT'S INTENTION. 

It was the Government's intention to give 
effect to the recommendations of the Gaeltacht 
Commission, and eyery Department would 
pursue the policy laid down for its guidance 
in the White Paper. The Minister for Lands 
and Fisheries would give his co-ordinating 
authority for all the services, and would 
arrange to keep in touch with the activities 
of every Department which touched the life 
of the Gaeltacht. 

Mr. T. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
asked the President to state who would 
prepare the schemes that would be submitted 
to the Sub-Committee of the Cabinet for 
discussion. 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that the Committee 
he referred to was not a Cabinet Committee, 
bui a Committee of the principal officers of 
the Departments which would shortly be set 
up, and would meet under the chairmanship 
oí the Minister for Fisheries. The Minister 
for Fisheries would require the Departments 
in question to submit their proposals, which 
would be considered by the Ministry for 
Fisheries, and changes which would be con- 
eidered desirable would be made. 

The second reading was carried by 72 votes 
to 69, and the committee stage was fixed 
for May 8th. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE. 
COUNTY WEXFORD’S PLIGHT. 


On the motion for adjournment Mr. 
ESMONDE (Government, Wexford) said that 
as a result of tha restrictions imposed in 
consequence of the outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease considerable anxiety was felt 
throughout County Wexford, especially as 
the Minister had not made any statement 
since the fresh outbreak last week. The 
people of the district were suffering very 
considerable losses and were faced with the 
possibility of suffering equal losses in the 
next month or possibly two months. They 
were not aware that the Government was 
showing any particular sympathy with them 
in their plight. 

The Minister, no doubt, was doing what 
he thought best, but the people did not know 
what he was deing, and he, raised the matter 
to give the Minister an opportunity of telling 
them. The Minister. had stated that the 
peuple of the Gaeltacht were entitled to 
special consideration. He hoped that he 
would agree that the Wexford district, which 
was now suffering special losses in the 
interest of the genverai community, was also 
entitled to special consideration 5 

During the last couple of days some relief 
had been given by the relaxation of the 
restrictions enabling stock to be slaughtered 
in Wexford, but Wexford was, to a great 
extent, a store cattle county, and no relief 
had been granted to the owners of store 
cattle. The Minister was aware that the 
people of that area were very hard-working 
and thrifty, and they certainly were not 
asking anything in the nature of charity; 
but they felt that the Minister should take 
them into his confidence and help them to 
formulate suggestions to alleviate the 
situation. 

LOANS. 


The Minister comld help by telling them 
what was feasible and what was not. There 
had been a lot of discussion as to what 
part the Agricultural Credits Corporation 
could play in the matter. He fully admitted 
that the Corporation was not designed to 
meet cases of that kind—it was established 
as a banking institution, on strictly business 
lines—but at the same time there was 
nothing in the Act establishing that Corpora- 
tion which would prevent its machinery from 
being used to assist farmers in special cir- 
cumstances. They could be given powers to 
provide credits for the acquisition of food- 
stuffs, and the Corporation could also 
expedite its activities in that area. 

r. CORISH (Lab., Wexford), supporting 
Mr. Esmonde’s appeal, said that all must 
appreciate the action taken by the Minister 
in dealing with the outbreak. His officials 
and the Civic Guard had handled the out- 
break in an admirable manner. 

Dr. J. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) supported 
the appeal of the previous speakers that the 
Minister should visit the area, and assured 
him of the cordial co-operation of all political 
parties in any action he might take to 
alleviate the situation. i: 

Mr. GOREY (Government, Carlow-Kilkenny, 
supported the appeal, and emphasised that 
the problem was a national rather than a 
local one. 

Mr. JORDAN (Farmer, Wexford) spoke in 
the highest terms of the manner in which the 
situation had been handled from the start by 
all concerned. It was pitiable, he said, to go 
into some of the farms in the scheduled area, 
and see 40 or BÓ cattle with nothing to eat. 
He said that if the Minister or one of his 
high officials visited the county he could 
count on the assistance of all the local 
deputies in his efforts to arrive at a solution. 

Mr. HEFFERNAN (Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs) said 
that this was not a matter for the farmers 
of County Wexford alone, but for the whole 
country. He paid tribute to the work of the 
Department, and said the effort made by the 
officials could not have been excelled. He 
suggested that special efforts should be made 
to get the representatives of the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation into the area for the pur- 
mas of placing money at the disposal of the 


armers. 

Mr. ALLEN (¥.F., Wexford) did not think 
the Agricultural Credits Corporation would 
be able to deal with the matter. Emergency 
measures were very much needed in the areas. 

Mr. NOLAN Govervinait, Limerick) said 
that the farmers of the country appreciated 
the necessary restrictions, and knew that they 
were for the benefit of the country. 


MINISTER'S STATEMENT. : 
The. MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE said 
that it was a misfortune that the outbreak 
should have occurred at all, and it was a real 
misfortune that it was followed by a second 
outbreak. Certainly the farmers of Wexford had 
complied very well with the restrictions made 
by the Department of iculture, as also 
did the public representatives generally.

1t as rather disheartening, he continued, 
that a second outbreak should have taken 
place within a few weeks of the first, 
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account not only the point eí view of the 
farmers and of the Department of Agriculture, 
but that of the English Department of 
Agriculture. | 

They should take such measures as they 
were convinced that sensible men with a 
technical knowledge of the disease would 
adopt in the circumstances. The English 
Minister of Agriculture had agreed that the 
steps they had taken were adequate. The 
best service they could do to the country was 
to stamp out as quickly as possible fodt-and-. 
mouth disease, and the restrictions necessary, 
though onerous, would be imposed to that 
end. A lack of efficient restrictions in the 
commencement of an outbreak might mean a 
prolongation of the restrictions and loss and 
disturbance of trade. 

He asked the farmers of Wexford to 
continue to do what they had been, doing, 
and report at once any fresh suspected cases 
——cases of which they had the slightest doubt. 

MOVEMENT OF FODDER. 

With regard to movement of fodder within 
the area, he thought that they had met that 

roblem, . It could be moved under licence. 
t was particularly hard on the Wexford 
farmers, who supplied fat stock to the Dublin 
market, but the Department had succeeded in 
making arrangements for the owners of fat 
stock in the restricted area to send their 
stock to the Wexford dead meat factory and 
export it from there. 

There was no possible chance whatever that 
the British Ministry of Agriculture would 
accept fat stock on the boats, but they had 
an undertaking that if cattle were examined 
before and after slaughter, and certified free 
from disease, they could export them across 
Channel. That would go a long way to meet 
the case of the fat cattle. Of course they 
would not fetch the price that they would 
in the ordinary way, but it would be an 
easing of the situation. 

STORE CATTLE. 

Store cattle could not be taken outside the 
area, and in that connection he advised the 
farmers fo buy the minimum of fodder 
The farmer, who could just carry on, and 
buy the minimum, without borrowing money, 
would get out of this misfortune best. 

The worst thing they could do would be to 
use this outbreak to get more credit. They 
would lose money on the transaction, and 
whatever credits they now got they would 
have to pay some time. The day would come 
when they would regret they took the money 
that came easily to them. 

On the other hand, if they wanted money 
the Agricultural Credits Corporation was 
there, and if the farmers of Wexford met 
and considered the formation of a guarantee 
society they could get money. 7 

EXCESSIVE. 

If the State were to subdsidise all the 
losses, direct and indirect, of those outbreaks 
the gmount would be excessive, and they 
should stop their stock policy, Those in the 
area had to take the consequence, and, per- 
haps, they would get a grant some other 
time. If there were firms in Wexford taking 
advantage of this misfortune they ought to 
be thorsughly ashamed of themselves, and 
the farmers ought to remember it for them 
when it was over. 

This outbreak was referred to as a 
calamity. It was a calamity, because they 
had not free export to their principal 
market. ‘‘ Let them turn over that in their 
minds,” said the Minister. - “ There is a 
lesson you cannot ignore—to look after that 
market until you have a better one. Remem- 
ber, also, we cannot afford to penalise that 
market until we have another market.’ 

The Director of Agriculture, the Minister 
added, went down to the restricted areas, as 
well as other officials, and if there was no 
sign of abatement of the outbreak he would 
consider it his duty, if he could be of any 
use, to go down and see the situation at the 
first opportunity, 

The House then adjourned anti! 10.30 
to day. 


QUESTIONS IN DAIL. 


BUILDING TRADE CON- 
FERENCE, 

The PRESIDENT OF THE EXECUTIVE 
COUNCIL, in reply to Mr. P. 8. Doyle (Govt., 
South Dublin) said that arrangements were in 
progress for the summoning of a conference 
between master -builders and the vrepre- 
sentatives of the different sections of build- 
ing operatives, as suggested in paragraph 42 
of the|Report of the Committee on the Relief 
of Unemployment. It was noped that the 
opening meeting would take place cn the 
Sth prox. 


RELIEF WORKS. 

In answer to Mr. Alfred Byrne (Indept., 
North Dublin), Mr. F. LYNCH, on behalf of 
the Minister for Finance, said that a sum of 
£22,150 was allocated from the relief schemes 
vote ivr expenditure on relief works in the 
County Borough of Dublin. Although it was 
expected that nearly the whole of that amount 
would be expended by the ólst inst., but 
that the works undertaken by the City Com- 
missioners—the development of housing sites 
—would pot be completed for five or six 
months. 

As the men became no longer required 
on the works already commenced, it was 
hoped that most of them would be absorbed 
on other works as the building season opened. 
Out of the total expenditure of £70, to 
£80,000, which it was estimated would be 
required for the works towards which a grant 
was being made from the relief scheme vote, 
from £40,000 to £50,000 would probably re- 
main unexpended on the 3ist inst. 

AGRICULTURAL CREDITS. 

Mr. COLE (Indept., Cavan) asked the 
Minister for Finance if steps conld be taken 
to reduce the rate of interest proposed by the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation to 5 per cent. 

Mr. LYNCH, for the Minister, said that 
the rate of interest to be charged for advances 
by the Credit Corporation had been the sub- 
ject of careful consideration by the Board. 
Having regard to all the circumstances, and 
particularly to the rate at which the Cor- 
poration itself could borrow, to the absence of 
any reserve against bad debts, or other un- 
favourable contingencies, and to the adminis- 
trative expenses to be covered, on a relatively 
small working capital, it was clear that the 
Corporation could not lend at the rate of in- 
terest suggested by the deputy. 

Mr. COLE asked if the Minister was aware 
that the rate of interest was causing great 
disappointment. 

Mr. LYNCH said that the fact was that 
the Government could not borrow at a lower 


rate. 

Mr, COLE—The farmers can borrow from 
the banks at 64 per cent. 

Mr. J. GOOD—Does the Minister allege 
that the Government cannot borrow money 
at 5 per cent, if necessary? 

Mr. O'HANLON asked what relation ex- 
penditure bore to. capital. 

Mr. LYNCH—Better put that question to 
the Minister. 


EFFECT OF BETTING TAX. 

Mr. H. COLOHAN (Lab., Kildare) asked if 
the Minister for Finance was aware that prior 
to the passing of the Betting Act, 1926, each 
of the eight meetings of the Naas Race Com- 
pany was a financial success, and that since 
the passing of the Act each of the nine 
meetings held showed a substantial loss, and 
that the Government had received over 
£3,000 in entertainment and other taxes; that 
they paid over £100 a year in wages, and 
that, as a result of excessive taxation, the 
company was obliged to discharge all its 
employés, and whether it was intended to 
abolish or reduce the taxation in respect of 
such nies. 

Mr. LYNCH, for the Minister for Finance, 
said that he was aware that the Naas Com- 
pany had furnished certain returns relating to 
their financial condition to the Committee 
which he had appointed to inquire 
into the present position of Irish racing, and 
that those returss showed that the Naas 
Race Company. in common with most other 
executives, suffered considerable losses in the 
year 1927. He was not in a position, how- 
ever, to state to what extent the losses, 
might be ascribed to the betting duty or to

IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL. 


The remains oí Elirabeth Marchioness of 
Ormonde were laid to rest yesterday in the 
private burial ground in the demesne, near 
the Castle, Kilkenny. The remains, encased 
in an unpolished oak coffin, arrived at Kings- 
town Ly. the mail boat yesterday morning, 
and were taken by motor hearse to Kilkenny 
Castle, where the flag upon the tower was at 
half-mast. The coffin was placed on a table, 
covered with the Union Jack, in the Diamond 
Hall of the castle. It was inscribed: 
‘‘ Elizabeth Harriet Ormonde, 11th October. 
1856—25th March, 1928.” The large hall was 
barely sufficient. to accommodate the wreaths, 
of which there were nearly 100. 

At 2.30 p.m., the hour fixed for the 
funeral, a very large assemblage had gathered 
in the courtyard,. It included many well- 
known followers of the hunt from the County 
Kilkenny and other places as far distant as 
Dublin; but still more noticeable was the 
large number of local people, by whom the 
‘late Merchioness was held in high esteem. 

At 2.30 o'clock the Bishop of Ossory (the 
Right Rev, Dr. Day), Dean Phair, and the 
Rey. D. H. Chillingworth conducted a brief 
Service at the castle. It was opened with 
the 23rd Psalm read by the Dean, which was 
followed by pravers. The coffin was then 
borne by eight employés to the bier, and was 
taken to the graveside, where the final prayers 
were said by the Bishop of Ossory.

For this examination 
““only such persons shall be eligible as 
have held a Lectureship or Assistantship 
in the University of Dublin for at least 
two years, or shall have received special 
permission from the Board to offer them- 
selves for election.’’ So far as we know, 
all the existing Fellowships of the present 
decade have been made under this 
“close ’’ system ; but we gather from the 
Board's recent advertisement that next 
year’s election will be made under the 
ordinance of 1916. Candidates must be 
proficient in classics; they must be 
graduates of approved universities—the 
term, doubtless, includes Oxford and 
Cambridge; they must furnish copies of 
published or unpublished work, and they 
must submit themselves to a general 
examination in classics. The new methods 
of election certainly are more elastic than 
the old, but only Trinity College itself 
can form a sound opinion of their 
technical merits—their influence on teach- 
ing and discipline, their adaptability to 
growing needs, their effects on the 
tutorial system. Yet there is one aspect 
of the change which, sooner or later, will 
invite the general judgment of scholar- 
ship.

Many 
farmers who read reports of his lecture 
probably considered his proposals ex- 
travagant. Yet even the most backward 
of farmers already make use of the dis- 
coveries and deyices of. science in a 
measure that well might surprise them, 
if it were realised. The Imperial Agricul- 
tural Research Conference, which exists 
for the purpose of developing scientific 
methods in the practice of farming, points 
out, in a report just published, that 
“scientific research has already done 
wonderful things for the farmer, It has 
led to the use of artificial manures, to the 
production of farmyard manure without 
the intervention of the animal, to the 
breeding of varieties of cereals , » , 
and to the use of chemicals of various kinds 
in the killing of insects and fungi. It has. 
enabled the fruit grower to select the type 
of fruit tree which he requires to suit any 
given set of conditions.” The  stock- 
breeder owes as much as the tillage farmer 
to science, Research “has provided laws 
which enable animals with desired 
characteristics to be bred. . » It has 
placed powerful measures in the hands of 
veterinarians cnd practical farmers, 
enabling them to combat diseases of live- 
stock.’* Engineering science again has 
transformed the very structure of the 
land on which farmer and stock-raiser 
depend. 

The most alert nations are spending 
money liberally on agricultural research 
and education; and, in order that the 
British Empire shall be in the forefront of 
the new advances, three schemes are re- 
commended. It is suggested that a chain 
of agricultural research stations shall be 
set up throughout the British territories ; 
that clearing houses of information in 
agricultural science shall be established: 
in the United Kingdom for the benefit of 
the whole Empire; and that a system 
shall be devised for the recruitment, 
training and interchange, throughout the 
Empire, of scientific workers. Agriculture 
still is “by far the most important in- 
dustry within the British Empire.’’ The 
Conference recommends that no research 
station shall be established unless an 
annual maintenance expenditure of £20,000 
can be secured. It suggested, as examples 
of the specialisation to be pursued in 
different areas, a station for copra re- 
search, another for sugar research, and a 
central station for the study of irrigation 
problems. Bureaux, or clearing houses 
for information, already gxist in respect of 
entomology and mycology; and the Con- 
ference recommended the establishment of 
stations to deal 
nutrition,

science, animal agricultural 
parasitology, plant genetics and fruit pro- 
duction. It was suggested, in relation to 
the third scheme, that a Colonial Agricul- 
tural Service should be formed. 

_ In the light of these far-reaching pro- 
posals Mr. Borlase Matthéws’s appeal 
to Irish farmers to equip themselves 
with the full resources of electrical 
science simply to a piece 
of sound, common-sense advice. With- 
in about eighteen months electrical 
power will be conveyed through a large 
region of the best farming country in 
Ireland, and many farmers will be 
able to make a start in electrical’ 
ploughing and threshing, and in the 
electrical equipment of their dairies. The 
full refinements of “electro-farming’’ will 
not be widely adopted in Ireland for many 
a year; but the rapid growth in the use, 
even among small farmers, of the motor- 
tractor encourages the hope that very soon 
such simple processes as water-pumping, 
churning and chaff-cutting will be per-| 
formed by the cheap new power. From 
modest beginnings new refinements will 
proceed. Well-lit byres will appear for the 
first time; and, as The Farmers’ Gazette 
remarks, electric light in the cow byre will 
mean ‘‘more effective supervision over 
milking and foddering, cleaner milk, 
cleaner cows, and more efficient milking.’’ 
A sensible appeal has been made for the 
full electrical equipment of an experi- 
mental farm under the Free State Depart- 
ment of Lands and Agriculture. A be-

Nova Pictoris. 


The watchers of the skies in the 
South African Government Observatory at 
Johannesburg were startled to find, some 
days ago that Nova Pictoris, a star which 
was discovered in 1025, apparently had 
split into two. Their attention was called 
to its strange behaviour by the La Plata 
Observatory in the Argentine, and when 
they brought their twenty-six inch te]le- 
scope to bear on the new star they saw 
to their astonishment that, instead of one 
star, two suddenly swam into their ken. 
Dr. Spencer Jones, Astronomer Royal at 
the Cape, declares that such an event has 
not happened since the dawn of astro- 
nomical times. It has been caused by a 
stellar collision, so far away from the 
earth that, while it probably happened 
some hundreds of years ago, the light took 
so long to travel to this planet that it 
did not reach us until last week. The 
experts are not sure whether Nova Pictaris 
has become divided into two parts, or 
whether there always were two stars which 
suddenly collided and consequently 
appeared as one. ‘“‘It is interesting,” 
says Dr. Spencer Jones, ‘‘to speculate 
on the birth of a new world; for 
we have. In this instance the 
same phenomenon which gave rise to 
our own world.” ‘To the ordinary man 
these terrific events of the universe seem 
to be curiously unreal. Astronomy, deals 
in such colossal distances that the un- 
trained mind is unable to grasp them. 
Yet, it may be that new worlds are 
being born every hour somewhere in the 
vast expanses of cosmic space. Stars, in 
‘comparison with which this earth of ours 
is a mere grain of sand on the shores of 
the universal sea, are ‘whirling to 
destruction and to re-birth while earth- 
born mortals squabble and stfive with one 
another, as an Irish has said, *‘ like

DELUGE IN CAPE

| CAPE TOWN, Thursday. 

Since the beginning of the week the 
whole of South Africa has been rejoicing 
in the excellent rains that have been 
falling in the drought-stricken areas of 
Cape Province, many districts of which 


had not seen rain for more than five | 


years. 

The jubilation, however, is now givin 
place to alarm, as the rains have assum 
torrential proportions, and heavy damage 
is feared. 


3 DAM DESTROYED. 

The Government has just, received a 
report from Leeuw Gamka that the 
irrigation dam near Prince Albert, which 
has been dry for the past five years. has 
been destroyed. This dam cost £50,000 to 
construct. 

The rain area has spread from the east 
to the west of the Province and rivers 
which have not known water for many 
years are now turbid floods. Farm dams 
are running over, and conservation works 
are gorged to overflowing point with the 
rising waters. 


TOWNS ISOLATED. 

Many towns have been ‘isolated by the 
floods, and railway embankments have 
been washed away. Lake Mentz, the great 
irrigation reservoir of the Sunday River 
valley, near Port Elizabeth, in which are 
many of the 1824 settlers, has been full 
for the first time since it was constructed 
in 1922. . 

When the flood gates of the lake opened 
a mass of water poured in from. the 
Sunday River, which was twenty feet 
deep, and the lake is a six-mile stretch of 


water, containing 15,200,000,000 gallons 


of water, 


COVERNOR-GENERAL DELAYED. 

The special train carrying the Governor-

TO GO TO SEA WITH 
ATLANTIC FLEET. 


-“ 


The fighting efficiency of the British Navy 
will be shown in many directions when the 
King and Queen of Arghanistan visit Port- 
land next Tuesday, and go to sea with the 
Atlantic i eet. They will watch a number 
of interesting evolutions from the quarter- 
deck of the flacship Nelson. 

The Royal saloon from Waterloo will run 
through to Portland Dockyard, where the 
battle cruiser Tiger is providing a guard of 
honour and band. The Royal visitors will 
be received by the Captain in charge at Port- 
land, Captain L. L. P. Willan. 

The whole fleet of thirty odd warships will 
put to sea before noon. The fleet will in- 
clude the two super battleships, Nelson and 
Rodney; the three battle cruisers, Hood, 
Repulse and Renown; the second = cruiser 
squadron, fifth and sixth destroyer flotillas, 
and a submarine flotilla; also the aircraft 
carrier Furious. The Furious is able to get 
a fleet of machines into the air from the 
sheds in the ship within five minutes. 

A spectacular display of gun power will 
include the firing by the Rodney of her 16in. 
guns, two. targets being towed out from 
Fortland for the purpose. 

The King and Queen of Afghanistan will 
also see torpedo and submarine attacks, and 
an attack from the air on the big capital 
ships. They will go on to Portsmouth after- 
wards in the Nelson. 


VISIT TO LIVERPOOL. 


A pleasing little incident marked the visit 
of King Ananullah and Queen Souriya to 
Liverpool yesterday, where they had a great 
reception. 

At Port Sunlight Isabel Barnish, aged four, 
shyly presented a bouquet to Queen Souriya, 
and as she was walking away the Queen 
caught here in her arms and kissed and 
fondled her. 

The Royal visitors were taken through all 
‘departments of Port Sunlight Works, and 
were shown the Model Village. Since its 
establishment, 40 years ago, Port Sunlight has 
been visited by 100,000 sight-seers every 
year. 

The Afghan King and Queen were received 
at the Lady Lever Art Gallery by Viscount 
Leverhulme, Mr. F. D'Arcy Cooper 
(Governor and Chairman of Lever Brothers), 
and the Lord Lieutenant of Cheshire. 

Afterwards they were conducted by car 
through the village, part Pf the way being 
lined by the Port Sunli Boys’ Brigade and 
Girl Guides. The Kingfand Queen went from 
the office, where the cigrical staff number 500, 
to a laboratory, and frgm there to the laundry, 
rest-rooms, and cloak-Rgoms. Next they saw 
soap-stamping, cutting ahd elabbing, cooling 
and boiling, and afterwards the packing ol 
the finished article. The factory is the largest 
of its sort in the world; with an output of 
4,000 tons of soap a week. 

Before ieaving, the King and Queen had 
luncheon in the Lady Lever Art Gallery. _ 

Liverpool's woman Lord Mayor, Miss 
Margaret. Beavan, met the. visitors at the 
Janding-stage on their arrival in the city on 
a ferry-steamer from Birkenhead, and in the 
Lord Mayvr’s old stage-coach they drove to 
St. George s Hall, where they were given a 
civic reception. Caily decorated craft in the 
river sounded their syrens in greeting, and 
cense crowds cheered the King and Queen 
at all points.

Within twenty-four hours of his resigna- 
tion of the. Lord Chancellorship: and his 
elevation to the dignity of an Earldom, 
Viscount Cave, G.C.M.G., died at five 
o'clock last evening at his country house, 
St. Ann’s, Burnham, Somerset. 

During the greater part of the time that 
he was Lord Chancellor Viscount Cave 
carried on the duties of his great office 
against the handicap of physical pain. 
Not long after he first received the Great 
Seal from the King in 1922 he underwent 
a serious operation, which disabled him 
for some months. Again in 1927 he per- 
sisted in continuing to work for the State 
when he suffered much and had every 
reason to anticipate a further ration. 

In particular, he greatly felt the strain 
of carrying almost the whole burden of 
| piloting the Landlord and Tenant Bill 
through both the committee and report 
stage in Parliament. 


REMAINED AT HIS DESK. 

After Christmas he endeavoured to 
resume his duties on the Woolsack, 
although then very severe rheumatic pains 
were adding to the discomforts that he 
had already suffered, and greatly reduced 
his physical strength. He remained at 
his desk with undiminished fortitude 
until it was a physical impossibility for 
him to continue. 

Viscount Cave’s commanding presence 
and his unfailing geniality and patience 
gave no indication of his constant struggle 
against bodily infirmity. His great legal 
gifts were reinforced by judgment and 
unfailing soundness, 

In the counsels of the Conservative 
Party Lord Cave was a shrewd. and: far- 
seeing adviser, to whose opinions the 
greatest deference was given. It was in 
this respect, rather than as a debater <r 
orator, that he proved a tower of strength 
in Mr. Baldwin’s Administration. 


SON OF AN M.P. , 

The second son of the late Mr. Thomas 
Cave, M.P. for Barnstaple, Devon, he was 
born in ‘London, and educated first at 
Merchant Taylors’ School. He had a 
brilliant career at Oxford, and was a 
Taylorian exhibitioner. He took first 
class in Moderations and the Final 
Classical School. In 1916 he became an 
Honorary Fellow of St. John’s College, 
Oxford. 

Becoming a Barrister of the Inner 
Temple in 1880, he was appointed a 
King’s Counsel in 1904, and became the 
leader in Mr. Justice Warrington’s Court. 

In 1906 he entered Parliament as Con- 
servative M.P. for Kingston-Surrey, which 
he continued to represent until 1918. 
After the formation of the first Coalition 
Government he became Solicitor-General 
in 1915 and was knighted in that year. 
In: 1916 he was appointed Home Secre- 
tary, and three years later found him a 
Viscount and a Lord of Appeal. 

His Lord Chancellorship was from 1922 
to 1924, and again from November, 1924, 
upon the fall of the Labour Government, 
until his Jast illness. 

He lived for many years at Wardrobe 
Court, a part of the old palace at Rich- 
mond, and he took a great interest and 
pleasure in the antiquities of the place, 
about which Lady Cave wrote a book. 
His official residence was at the House of 
Lords, in the Palace of Westminster, but 
he was rarely happier than when at his 
Somerset home at St. Ann’s, Burnham, "' 

CHANCELLOR OF OXFORD. 

Lord Cave was elected Chancellor of 
Oxford University in July, 1925, in suc- 
cession to Lord Curzon, by a majority of 
546 votes over Lord Oxford, who polled 
441. He was the first Lord Chancellor 
to hold the post of Chancellor of the 
University. 

DOMINION APPEALS. 

Lord Cave made # a point that he 
should sit in every case of the. Judicial 
Committee involving any. constitutional 
point coming from the Domirions. He 
regarded that Committee as one of the 
most important ties between the com- 
munities of the British Commonwealth. 

VISCOUNTY EXTINCT. 

Lord Cave raarried, in 1885, Estella 
Penfold, daughter of the late Mr. W. W. 
Matthews, of North Cadbury, Crewkerne, 
Somerset. Lady Cave recently completed 
a book, “ Three Journeys,’’ a diary of her 
travels abroad with Lord Cave. ‘There 
have been no children of the marriage, 
and the .earldom, therefore, becomes 
extinct. 


ATLANTIC “FLIGHT 
POSTPONED.

START UNLIKELY TO-DAY. 

It is unlikely that the German attempt 
to fly the Atlantic will begin for a day or 
two, says an Jrish Times reporter. 

At Baldonnel aerodrome last night Herr 
Klose stated that the airmen did not 
intend to make an attempt on the flight 
this morning, owing to the very adverse 
weather conditions, and the opinion was 
expressed that a start would not be pos- 
sible for another day or two. 

YESTERDAY’S POSTPONEMENT. 

Baron Von Huenefeld, Captain Kohl 
and Herr Spindler were compelled to 
abandon their plans. to leave yesterday 
morning owing to bad local weather con- 
ditions which made the ground too soft 
for a take-off. 

The wheels on the under-carriage of the 
monoplane are exceptionally smal! for tthe 
size of the machine, and with a weight of 
five tons to carry they would have sunk 
into the ground. 

The final weather reports were con- 
sidered favourable for the flight, and the 
airmen had breakfast at 4 a.m. In the 
meantime, however, the rain, which had 
started some time before, came down 
heavily, and a strong wind increased 
rapidly in velocity. 

At 6 a.m. :t was definitely decided to 
abandon the attempt for the day, and the 
airmen returnel to bed. 

Soldiers were posted on guard over the 
machine, while a number of sentries 
patrolled the side of the aerodrome to 
prevent sightseers getting over the fences. 

THE STEAMSHIP ROUTE. 

It is now stated definitely that the 
German airmen will not fly direct to New- 
foundiand, but will take a Southerly 
course and follow the steamship route to 
New York, as the weatner is likely to be 
warmer. 

Special arrangements have been made 
for getting weather reports from liners at 
sea, in addition to the British Mgnistry’s 
report. 

The forecast for the Atlantic weather 
for the next twenty-four hours is :— 

Westerly wind, reaching 30 miles per hour 
at surface near Ireland, and 40 miles per hour 
mid-Atlantic; 50-60 miles per hour at 2,000 
feet. Rain and low clouds in east and central 
Atlantic. Squally showers, snow and hail 
near Nova Scotia and Newfoundland. fog 
area in mid-Atlantic.

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 
Mrs. Pankhurst headed the many women 
who were present in the galleries of the 
House of Commons this afternoon for the 
opening of the debate on the second 
reading of the bill to extend the franchise 
to women under thirty years. Lady

The Socialist women members were not 
long behind them. The Public Gallery 
was fairly well filled, the majority of 
its occupants being women. Both the 


Government. and the Opposition ‘front 
benches were packed when the debate 
began, and some Ministers had. to find 
seats on ‘thé steps of the Speaker’s chair 
or in the gangways. <. 

Both the Labour and the Liberal, Parties 
supported the bill, and such ge iris 
as was offered came from a small group of 
Conservatives, who had put down a motion 
for its rejection. In the end the second 
reading was carried by 387 votes to ten. 
The little group of ten who cast their vote 
against it were Captain Charles Craig, 
Antrim; Major Kindersley, Hitchin ;. Sir 
William Bull, South Hammersmith; Mr. 
George. Balfour,, Hampstead; Sir A. B. 
Boyd-Carpenter, Coventry; Mr. Esmond 
Harmsworth, Isle of Thanet; Sir 
Frederick Hall, Dulwich; Mr. 8. Samuel, 
Putney; Sir Joseph Nall, Hulnie, Man- 
chester; and Sir Charles Oman, Univer- 
sity of Oxford. 


EFFECT OF THE MEASURE. 

The Home Secretary (Sir W. Joynson- 
flicks), in moving the second reading, 
described the bill as the logical conclu- 
sion of the series of reform bills beginning 
with the Act of 1832. Under the present 
bill, he said, the franchise qualification 
would be the same for both men and 
women, but. the disability which now pre- 
vents a husband from voting in respect of 
his wife’s business premises would be 


removed. . The University franchise would 
. be .equal for. both sexes, 


Married women 
over 20 and women earning their own 
living made up, together, 90 per cent. of 
the women eligible to vote under this bill. 
Altogether. about five million women 
would be added to the register. 

He had hoped that it would be possible 
to pass the bill with the unanimous con- 
sent of the House, but there appeared to 
be a certain amount of opposition, based 
on the assumption that ‘thé ‘control of 
political power would be transferred from 
the men to the women.. That might have 
been a reasonable objection in 1918, when 
the experiment of women. voters was 
entered upon. but it was not a valid 
reason now. The House of Commons had 
gone too far not to go farther. 

A woman to-day under 30 might belong 
to the Civil Service or practise as a 
doctor or a barrister, or act as a juror. 
If it has been decided that a woman on 
attaining 21 is fit to hold the power of 
life and death in a criminal case, are we, 
he asked, entitled to say that she is not 
fit to exercise the Parliamentary vote? 

Mr. Philip Snowden welcomed the bill 
on behalf of the. Labour Party, who were 


firmly united in regard to the political 


equality of the sexes. They would support 
the bill, not merely in the interests of 
women themselves, but because they 
believed that it would bring a truer 
comradeship and _ closer co-operation 
between men and women in the common 
task of grappling with great national 
questions. 


THE TERM “OLD WOMAN.” 

Sir G, Cockerill, Conservative, who 
moved the rejection of the bill, said that 
he had no objection to women voters, but 
such a radical change as was now proposed 
ought, in accordance with constitutional 
practice, to be accompanied by a measure 
of redistribution, He was not opposed to 
the vote for women, and did not intend to 
say anything disrespectful about ‘them. 
Women came to maturity earlier than 
men, and the term “old woman” was 
one which ‘need no longer be regarded as 
a term of reproach. Probably, when the 
Home Secretary’s monument was pre- 
pared, there would be inscribed thereon 
the epitaph: “He died as he had lived, 
a perfect old woman.” (Loud laughter.) 

The position he took up was that the 
biti, if passed, would inflict a grave in- 
justice on men, taken as a whole. There 
would be over 2A million voters, of whom 
12, millions would be men and 14} 
millions women. In each constituency, on 
an average, ‘there would be 3,650 more 
women voters than men, and the former 
would become the determining factor in 
the politics of the country. They had it 
on the authority of Lady Astor that the 
majority of women in the world was an 
unfortunate provision of nature; and was 
it not another woman who, when asked 
the question. “What is a woman?” re- 
plied: “Only one of nature’s agreeable 
blunders.’’ (Laughter.) The. fact was 
that for the last forty or filty years there 
had been*born more males than females. 
The trouble. was that the higher the 
organism the more difficult it was to rear. 
(Loud laughter.) It would be far better 
for women to adopt the réle of Portia, and 
deal out even-handed justice, than to wear 
the garment of Shylock and clutch at the 
jewelled orb of power. (Laughter.) 

Colonel Applin, in seconding the rejec- 
tion, said- that he did not believe that 
women really wanted the vote, and he 
doubted whether many of them realised 
that equality of the franchise carried with 
it equality of work. In the past men had 
done all the heavy work in the country. 
(Miss Wilkinson interrupted with: “ Good 
gracious!’’) Colonel Applin went on to 
picture Miss Wilkinson on the front bench 
opposite introducing the Budget. Imagine, 
he said, what would happen if in the 
middle of it she received a note. saying 
that her child was dangerously ill. 

Lady Astor—‘‘ Shame; she is not married.” 
(Loud laughter.) 


" A NEAT RETORT. 

Lady Iveagh, supporting the bill, alluded 
to Sir G. Cockerill’s assertion that the higher 
the organism the more difficult it was to rear. 
Was it not a fact, she asked, that. the pre- 
porderance of women gave force to the 
phrase, “the survival of the fittest.’ 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Pethick, Lawrence summed up the 
opposition to the bill as a mere twittering 
of sparrows. 

' Lady Astor may generally be relied upon 
and add to the gaiely of the House when 
questions affecting women are being dis- 
cussed, and she rose to the occasion this 
evening. She congratulated the Prime 
Minister om. having paid no heed to the 
shriekings of the ‘‘stunt Press,” and she 
characterised the amendment as the swan- 
song of the dié-hards. “The opponents of 
the bill, she declared, might be singing like 
swans, but they were thinking like geese. — 

Mr. Arthur Henderson haying spoken in 
support of the bill, the Prime Minister con- 
cluded the debate. He spoke of the pledge 
iven by Conservative leaders to give the 
Faoi to women on the same terms as 
men, and said; “ We desire to carry out that 
pledge literally.” He was glad to observe 


-that much of the opposition to equal franchise 


had melted. There was still a small remnant 
to remind them of the things of lone ago. 
He respected their convictions, and so far as 
he could give them absolution he would do 
so. (Laughter. Two or three generations 
ago the.franchise was a privilege; to-day it 
was a right, and the moment that was ad- 
mitted there was no ground for denying it to 
women...

WARSHIP AS FLOATING 
HOTEL. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
THE HAGUE, Thursday. 

By order of Premier Mussolini, the 
Italian participants at the forthcoming 
Olympic Games at Amsterdam will be 
brought from Italy to Holland in an 
Italian warship, specially chartered for 
the trip. 

The warship will be anchored in 
Amsterdam Harbour during the whole 
period of the games, and all the Italian 
athletes, officials and participants, will be 
boarded and sleep on board the warship, 
which will be temporarily turned into a 
floating hotel for their own private use. 

This is the first time in the history of 
the Olympic Games that a warship has 
been placed at the disposal of the athletes. 


“A MOTOR MAD ” 
GENERATION, 


OLD AGE ATTACKED. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
JERUSALEM, Thursday. 

Commenting at the International Mis- 
sionary Conference upon the wholesale 
criticism of the present day youth, one 
of the American speakers to-day said :— 
“Tí the older generation is motor mad, 
radio ragged, jumping with jazz, and 
hungry with lust, we may well expect the 
younger generation to go further and 
faster along the same road.”’ 

Education without religion, he added, 
was incomplete and abortive; whilst re- 
ligion without education became ignorance 
and superstition. 

Canon Raven said that modern educa- 
tional science was beginning to realise 
how perfect was the educational miethod 
of Jesus Christ, who had created the right 
atmosphere. He did not attack the ideas 
of his hearers, but took and built upon 
them a new teaching, which he carried 
through by a perfect method from hero 
worship to a sense of vocation. 

All the speakers were of opinion that 
there could be no true education without 
a religious background, since education 
was concerned with personality, and per- 
sonality was essentially spiritual. 

Bishop Temple, of Manchester, speaking 
on the historic Christian fellowship, stated 
that hitherto tne fundamental divisions of 


the Christian Church had been due to 


geographical, and not doctrinal, reasons 
Therefore it was necessary to show care 
lest the movement towards nationai 
Churches in India, China, Japan and else- 
where led to the separation of Christians. 
He thought it would be preferable to have 
international c¢enominations, rather than 
separate national Churches.

UNENVIABLE.

The Dail was «sprayed with Gaelic 
yesterday... It is possible that no single 
sitting since the establishment cf the Free 
State has heard so much Gaelic spoken. 
Irish speakers popped up unexpectedly 
amongst all parties, and there were even 
more varieties of bias than of politics. 
Perhaps, this was as it should be, in view 
of the fact that they were discussing the 
woes of the Gaeltacht and the best method 
of removing them.

A DEPARTMENTAL SHUFFLE. 
Tí the bill becomes law in its present 
form, the Department of Lands and Agri- 
culture will be abbreviated to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, while the Department 
of Fisheries will blossom into the De-. 
partment of Lands and Fisheries. 
In the course of yesterday s debate, 
Major Bryan Cooper had the happy 
thought of naming the head of the latter 
Department: “ The Minister for Land and 
Sea.” | 

The Gaeltacht comes into the business 
because it is the excuse for the shuffle,

‘REAL VILLAIN OF THE PIECE.” 

The views of one of the signatories to 
the majority report of the Gaeltacht Com- 
mission were varied by Professor Tierney, 
who was of opinion that the Government’s 
scheme was better than any of those 
which had been suggested. This plan of 
setting up a special ministry to deal with 
ail the problems of the Gaeltacht would 
give the Dail ar opportunity every year 
of going into the problems connected with 
the Gaeltacht, and seeing if the measures 
adopted were working satisfactorily. The 
real villain ‘of the piece was not the 
Ministry for Fisheries, but the Ministry 
for Finance: 

The Proféssor was not sure that the 
Congested Districts Board had been a 
complete success: They must teach the 
people of the Gaeltacht to stand on their 
own feet, and not to expect that they 
would always be provided with money 
for which no return would be expected— 
that they must not always remain the 
paupers of Ireland. 

The Minister for Finance bluntly stated 
that the passing of the bill would mean 
the turning down of the minority reports 
of the Gaeltacht Commission. “ We con- 
template,’’ he said, “that there should be 
additional expenditure on the Gaeltacht, 
and proposals will be laid before the Dail 
for additional expenditure.”’ 


PITY THE POOR MINISTER! 
Mr. Aiken, who has made helpful con- 
tributions to some recent debates, was not 
very happy in his suggestion that, if a 
quarter of the money spent on the Shannon 


scheme had been expended on the 
Gaeltacht, not one single man of the 
hundreds (or thousands) who had 


emigrated from that area during the last 
six years would have been compelled to 
emigrate.

IRISHMAN SENT TOJAIL

Thomas Joseph Nolan (24), a tailor, of 
Prideaux road, Stockwell, London, appeared 
again before the Lambeth magistrate yester- 
day, having pleaded guilty to being in posses- 
sion of firearms and ammunition without a 
certificate. 

Detective-Inspector Clancy at last week’s 
hearing described how Nolan produced from 
a suit case three Webley revolvers, a Belgian 
revolver, an automatic seven-chambered pistol, 
twenty-five rounds of revolver cartridges, and 
four books dealing with military training. 

Detective-Inspector Clancy said that Nolan 
had been in this country for two years. Since 
September, 1926, he had been working with 
the same firm as a tailor, and his employers 
described him as a very, hard working, 
conscientious man, .During the past twelve 
months, however, he has been associated with 
a number of young Trishmen at Peckham, 
and he has been frequenting a place known 
as the Sinn Fein Club. Their object has 
béen that. of seeuring and endéavouring to 


get guns to Ireland. 
Mr. Rooth (the magistrate)}—These guns 
are all new”. Yes, 


Mf. Rooth—You know it is very difficult 
for me to know.what the offence really is. 

Inspector Clancy said that it was suspected 
that the Belgian revolver and the automatic 
pistol had been smuggled into the country. 
The Webley had undoubtedly been procured 
in this country. 

Nolan made no reply when asked to speak 
to the magistrate. 

Mr. Rooth, addressing Nolan, said—There 
has been found “in your possession these 


revolvers, and a very large quantity of am-: 


munition.- From. start to finish in this case 
you have refused to give any information, 
either to me or to the police. There is no 
doubt that you are a member of the Sinn 
Fein Club. 

Nolan (interrupting)—No, sir. 

Mr. Rooth-That is the police evidence, 
and that vou have associated with a number 
of voung Irishmen, 

Nolan (again interrupting)—No. sir; I am 
not a member of auy Sinn Fein Club. 

Mr. Rooth—It is a very serious matter. 
You must go to prison for six weeks.

A TARIFF ON FLOUR. 

TO-FHE FPITOR OF THE IRISH TEMES. 

Str,—While the case for a tariff on flour 
has been sub judicc, my Association has care- 
fully refrained from making any comment on 
many untrue and misleading statements that 
have been made from time to time. My Vom. 
mittee feel, however, that they cannot pass 3 
statement publicly made at a conference cf 
the Cork Industrial Association, on the zoth 
instant, by Mr. EK. J. Cussen, especially as 
he holds the responsible position of Secretary 
to the Cork Farmers’ Union. 

Mr. Cussen stated that “ for many years 
past 50 per cent:.of the (Irish flour millers’) 
offals has been exported.”” The actual 
figures were for the past three years :—1925— 
Offals produced.by-Irish flour mills, 1,585,649 
cwts.; 1926, 1,624,435 cwts.; 1927, 1,911,941 
ewts: ‘The exports of all “corn offals ” 
(which. include offals and maize offals) 
were :—1925—Offals- from all kinds of grain, 
247,319 cwts.; (1926, 179,411 :ewts.; 1927, 
165.458 cwts. The official returns do not 
show separately offals from wheat, but it is 
well known that the greater proportion of 
offal exported is oats offal. 

Mr. Cussen further stated that he ‘‘could 
‘prove that offal produced in this country, and 
exported, had been. brought back to this 
country again at a profit to the people on 
the other side.” Considering the wild in- 
aecuracy of his statement as to the quantity 
exported, I think I am justified in saying 
that. I would like to see his “ proof. — Yours, 
etc., A. Mrrcrecyt, Secretary.

FOOD FOR CATTLE. 

TO THE BVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srk,—I would like to draw the attention of 
agriculturisis and others interested to the 
enormous,amount- ofjmoney that leaves this 
eountfy annually for feeding stuffs, and to 
suggest, as substitutes, the growth of flax and 
beans. Both are rich in oils, etc:, and make 
the highest and best form of concentrated 
food that can be grown. If every farmer 
grew a quantity of each, it would considerably 
reduce our bill fer foreign food-stuffs, in- 
cluding cake. At least, it would worth 
the experiment. The ever-watchful Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, through the County 
Committees, would, I am sure, give all the 
necessary help and advice. 

Beans as a feeding stuff have few equals 
for all class of animals, including, of course, 
the horse. They formed portion of the diet 
of the famous Troytown previous to his great 
victory in the Grand National. The writer. 
on behalf of the late A. Anthony. Troytown’'s 
trainer, had a Jong quest in Dublin for some 
before eventually succeeding in  proctring 
them.

KILKENNY LABOURER’S END. 

At the inquest on the body of Maurice 
O'Shea, aged 20. a County Council labourer, 
whose body was recovered from an old quarry 
hole close to his home at Granagh, County 
Kilkenny, on Monday morning, Mrs. O'Shea, 
his mother, ‘stated that, after breakfast 
Monday, her son left the house to proceed to 
work.

CORK MARINE DEALER 
SENTENCED. .

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The retrial of Wolfe Jackson and his son 
Joseph, marine store dealers in Cork, on the 
charge of. conspiting fraudulently to obtain 
from the Ministry of Finance the sum of 
£5,440 by pretending that certain premises 
and goods in Copley street had been matlici- 
ously destroyed to the amount stated in 
excess of their true value, was concluded 
yesterday. the jury found a verdict of 
" Guilty,” and the elder prisoner was bound 
over to keep the peace; while his son was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment. 

The facts of the case were that in August, 
1922, the Irregulars set fire to the police 
barrack adjoining the premises of the accused, 
which became involved. Evidence had been 
giveh setting out the nature and quantity of 
the property destroyed. 

PURCHASES IN GERMANY. 

Examined yesterday by Mr. O'Connor, 
K.C., Joseph Jackson said that he helped 
his father to carry on the wholesale business 
of marine store dealers for a number of years. 
The business was absolutely the largest of its 
kind “» the South of Ireland. In 1920 he 
visiteu Germany and. purchased cross-cut 
saws, which arrived in 1921.. He produced 
the invoice and the shipping docket for these 


goods, which, he said, were the first hard-} 


ware goods that arrived at his place. e 
continued buying hardware goods in 19ÉI, 
and his brothers, E. L. Jackson and Gerald 
Jackson, acted as agents for him and his 
father, bought goods for them and sent them 
on to Cork. 

The . witness. gave particulars oí. large 
quantities of hardware and marine stores 
which were on the premises at the time of 
the fire in August, 1922. He said that he 


gave the particulars of the “ stuff’”’ to his |} 


accountant, Mr. Tracy, to the best of his 
ability, and these were fair and honest 
estimates, having regard to the market prices 
at the time of the burning. 

The witness explained the method of book- 
keeping adopted. Every sale that was made 
was entered in the ledger. He knew nothing 
of the alteration of any date in any of the 
books, nor of the removal of ahy page. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bewley, K.C.—He 
did not remember his father: being prosecuted 
lor not having a licence. They did not keep 
regular books, but records were preserved 
of purchases and sales, and diaries were kept 
from fime to time. 

He denied emphatically that pages had 
been torn out of certain books in order to 
conceal sales of hardware in 1920. 

To Mr. O’Connor—His transactions in 
Germany were entirely regulated by com- 
mercial considerations in dealing with the 
respective values of the mark and the pound 
sterling. 

Gerald Jackson was also examined as to 
extensive purchases of hardware from Wales 
for transmission to Cork to his father’s stdre 
in Copeley street. | 


HEAD RABBI'S TRIBUTE.
